A combination dispenser for toilet paper and moist wipes 

(57) A combination dispenser for holding traditional toilet paper in roll form or folded sheets includes a 
section for moist wipes. The wipe section has an airtight spring loaded lid which opens at the touch of a button 
on the face of the dispenser. The lid folds about two thirds down over the front of the dispenser to allow easy 
access to the folded moist wipes. The device can be made from moulded plastics with a transparent top 
section.
